The  first  ref- 
erence to  “cob”  money  is  found  in  a list  of  books  on  the  subject  of  coinage 
in  the  New  World,  entitled  “Bibliografia  Nusmismatica  Colonial  Hispano- 
American,”  1912,  by  Jose  Toribio  Medina  of  Santiago,  Chile.  This  refers  to 
a contract  between  the  King  and  a Doctor  Vellerino  for  the  application  of  an 
invention  (of  Miguel  de  la  Cerda,  deceased),  for  the  striking  of  coins  cut 
by  scissors  from  silver  bars,  this  method  to  be  applied  in  the  five  existing 
mints  of  the  Indias — namely,  Mexico,  Lima,  Potose,  Santa  Fe  and  Santo  Do- 
mingo of  the  Isla  Espanola.  This  contract  was  made  at  Madrid,  on  Aug.  9, 
1598.”
